T REES IN T HE ST REET S. 


A Society In New \ ork < it.v to Beautify 
t he A v enu es . 
Without doubt the Tree P lan tin g a s ­ 
sociation of New York has undertaken 
a most beneficent work. 
So far as it 
proves to be practicable, it will contrib­ 
ute as m uch as any other scheme that 
could be projected for the em b ellish ­ 
ment of the city. The incorporators are 
to a considerable extent- the sam e as the 
incorporators of the B o tan ic garden — 
men well known for public spirit and 
intelligence. 
Thus the society begins 
under the most favorable possible a u s ­ 
pices, for caution and discrimination as 
well a s for enterprise. 
Of course its work will be largely e x ­ 
perimental. There tire streets, even r e s i­ 
dential streets, in N e w York in which 
it may not be wise to attempt tree p la n t ­ 
ing at all, for the reason that the space 
cannot be spared, either from the sid e ­ 
w alk or the roadway, for the boxes that 
m u st protect the youn g trees or for the 
trunks of such as live to maturity. Even 
in those streets in which there is room 
enough for trees there are m a n y places 
in which no trees can thrive by reason 
of the lack of sunshine, and, indeed, 
there are scarcely any streets in New 
York below the park in which trees can 
l o expected to do so well as in a place 
like Washington, where the streets are 
so wide and the buildings so low as to 
give all tre >s that m ay be planted a fair 
chance for life. Alm ost the only streets 
in N e w York that are as favorably s it­ 
uated are the B ro a d w a y boulevard and 
the Riv erside drive. 
T h e boulevard has 
been until within the p a st few months 
a d ism al m o n u m en t to municipal n eg­ 
lect. 
Now it is kept in order, but time 
is required to replace the trees that have 
been allowed to die, and the double row 
of trees th at were m eant “ high over­ 
arched to em b o w er” d o e s ,n o t em bower 
a t all, hut presents upon the whole a 
scraggy and dism al spectacle. 
This, of course, c o n n s m ain ly from 
neglect, for there is 110 reason why trees 
in this thoroughfare should not thrive 
if they can be made to thrive anywhere 
in N e w York. The general introduction 
of electric lighting will do much for the 
trees unless gas is still carried through 
the ground for fuel. It is given out that 
un con tam in ated earth will be used for 
the setting of the new trees, but, j u d g ­ 
ing from w h at we have experienced in 
the opening of F ifth avenue f o r a sewer 
and the previous openings of other a v e ­ 
nues for lay in g cables, the percolation 
of the g a s through the fresh soil would 
be a m atter of only weeks at the longest. 
T he new association is plainly destined 
to encounter many obstacles. 
If it suc­ 
ceeds in g a in in g even a partial victory 
over them, it will entitle itself to the 
g ratitu d e of all Now Yorkers.— New 
Y o rk Tim es.

I hey 
lack the will power necessary to do so. 
Where the normal mind of man over­ 
comes difficulties and 
troubles when 
they come, the shy, retiring m an seeks 
relief in suicide. 
Dr. Henry Cam pbell, who is the phy­ 
sician in charge of the N o rth w est L o n ­ 
don hospital, say* that morbid shyness 
is, like otln r mental disorders, an e x a g ­ 
geration cif an unnatural physical state. 
It is am ong women, he declares, that 
this syrnpti m of mental disorder is most 
often seen. L a c k in g the* physical strength 
of m an in most instances, tiny are* u n ­ 
able; to w ithstand the depression that 
som etim es se izt s the in. T hat depression 
gives birth to a desire* to I k * unobse rved. 
Here* is the* beginning of the* tit of shy­ 
ness which resit Its in unbalancing the» 
mind and trea tin g tlie* idea that the 
very sight of others is an affliction to be 
avoided. 
Several N e w York doctors who dis- 
cussed the question at length said that 
they had noticed particularly among 
young wome n whom they had been c a ll­ 
ed upon to see th at those who had e x ­ 
hibited the greatest em barrassm ent in 
the presence of youn g men were Jacking 
in that m ental equipoise necessary to the 
normal 
brain. 
Modesty is one thing, 
they said, shyness ejuite* another, 
lh e 
one causes the 
young w o m a n to refrain 
from action that would bring upon her 
just criticism. 
The other is sim p ly i m ­ 
pelled to a course of action for w hich 
there is n* itber rhyme nor reason, and 
one that only results in general discom­ 
fort.— N e w York Journ al.
